Of Russia,' Says Defense Head 


"Washington, Feb. 3—(AP)—In some of the toughest language yet 


used In the cold war, Secretary of Defense Johnson said last night the 
U. S. is ready to "lick hell" out of Russia on an hour's notice. 


"Joe Stalin will know that if he 


starts something at four a.m.,' 
Johnson declared, "the 
fighting 


power of the United States will be 
on the Job at five a.m." 


Some Sharp Words 


Johnson's words, delivered to a 


gathering of 300 fellow alumni of 
the University of Virginia, were 
>erhaps the sharpest -to be aimec 
at Russia by an American cabinet 
officer since U. S.-Soviet relations 
began to sour after World War II. 


Speaking from pencilled notes, 


Tohnson said this nation's defense 
setup is more powerful than it has 
been since 1945. Then he added: 


"In all we are doing, we are 


seeking peace. 


"There is only one nation in the 


world that would start a war. We 
seek to have military establish- 
ment 
sufficient 
to deter that 


aggressor and to lick hell out of 
her if she doesn't stay deterred." 


As a result of the unification 


aw, he said, "the defense of the 
United States is in better shape 
and stronger than at any time 
ince the point system wrecked it 
n 1945." 


The point system was the meth- 
d used to discharge service per 
onnel after the war. 


Johnson said the country's de- 


enses are getting stronger daily 
and will soon reach a point where 
hey will be ready for anything in 
an hour's time.

Let's Look at Philippine Thievery 


The Army Criminal Investigation Division reports that 


$2,000,000,000 worth of U. S. goods stockpiled in the Philip- 
pines for the invasion of Japan was stolen soon after the war 
ended. 


Copies of these intelligence reports are in the hands of a 


New York newspaper. Further Army inquiry is said to have 
been dropped. But the Defense Department is looking into 
the case and the Senate Investigations Committee is conduct- 
ing a "preliminary check." 


Unless the C. I. D. reports are grossly exaggerated, this 


thievery was so bold and flagrant that investigation should 
be pursued to the limit. 


According to. Army intelligence, the network of stealing 


and black market operations was broad and deep. It includ- 
ed Army officers and enlisted men; a large number of Fili- 
pinos, including many whose contacts reached to the top of 
the political ladder; Filipino law enforcement agencies, espe- 
cially the police in Manila and provincial towns, and civilians 
of other nationalities. 


The thefts covered a great range. Jeeps, trucks, quonset 


huts, narcotics, pipelines, even an oil tank farm were stolen. 
This last is a story in itself. The 17-tank farm had been a 
landmark for airmen. Its loss was discovere'd when pilots 
reported the landmark gone. Virtually overnight the tanks 
and auxiliary pipelines disappeared off the map. 


The Philippine government now says it could realize just 


$45,000,000 from the more than $1,000,000,000 in surplus sup- 
plies allotted to it. It wants another $55,000,000 from the U 
S. to make up a minimum of $1,00,000,000 which it says we 
promised would be gained from sales of the material. 


Why should you and I be concerned about stealing re- 


ported to have taken place thousands of miles across the 
Pacific? Because these thefts are an affront to every honest 
cttfeen—who is of necessity still paying in heavy taxes for 
tbe goods siphoned into Philippine black markets. 


When he has dug deep into his pocket to finance war ma- 


terial purchases, the citizen deserves assurance first of all 
that his money was well spent. If the material wasn't used 
before war ended, he should be able to feel the surplus was 
sensibly and honestly disposed of. 


Army authorities say the involvement of Filipino law en- 


forcement units makes it impossible to obtain punishment 
of the Philippine offenders or regain any great part of the 
stolen material. 


If that is so, there would seem little reason to hand the 


Philippine government another $55,000,000 in lieu of those 
goods. If the Philippines suffer corruption that goes clear to 
the top, certainly the government must shoulder some of the 
blame. 


As for Army offenders, ten officers have thus far been 


convicted of stealing supplies. The C. I. D. indicates that 
many more must either have joined actively in thieving or 
closed their eyes to it. Every effort should be made to seize 
and punish others who can still be apprehended. 


Maybe we can:t wipe out this blot altogether. But at 


least we can reduce it from black to gray by showing we 
don't view such disgraceful dishonesty with indifference.

Must Be Watched Closely

Infectious 
mononucleosis, 
or 


glandular fever as it is sometimes 
called, seems to be getting more 
common. It is probably one of the 
virus diseases, and like so many 
of them its symptoms are variable 
and its 
people. 


The 
symptoms 


course not alike for all 


may 
develop 


either suddenly or gradually. As 
a rule they start with a general 
feeling of distress, loss of appetite 
and vague pains here and there. 
Some fever is usual but it is not 
often high. Nausea, vomiting and 
a little pain in the abdomen are 
common. Symptoms occur too in 
the nervous system. Enlargement 
of th<- lymph glands in the neck 
and other parts of the body are 
frequfnt; it is thu which gave it 


test, the symptoms of infectious 
mononucleosis are similar to 
great many other conditions. For 
this reason the diagnosis is often 
long delayed and sometimes not 
made at all. 


YOUNGSTERS' NEMESIS 


Infectious mononucleosis is par 


ticularly common in young people 
It occurred frequently in military 
life. In most cases complete re 
covery occurs after a few weeks 
In some, however, fever and a run» 
down feeling last for months. No\v 
occasional grave complications an 
reported. Fortunately, this is the 
exception.

a discussion of Heroic People of 
the Past). Name a present-day 
Christian whom you admire: And 
tell why.

Given 
slips of paper they were instruct- 
ed to answer secret-ballot fashion 
the re-worded queston, thus: Name 
somebody you consider Christian, 
or Ideal—or inspirational enough 
to make you want to be like them 
in character.

People Are Selfish 


"As far as Christianity is con- 


cerned: My community isn't worth 
the money spent to build the 
houses! The people are selfish, 
and self-satified. They place them- 
selves first: Their families next: 
And don't even bother to think 
about God except when they want 
something—if then! The fact that 
without Him, they would have 
nothing, and be nothing, doesn't 
seem to occur to them, or concern 
them in the least. They seldom, 
(if ever) go to church. Some don't 
even bother to get their children 
there anymore! (It is bad enough 
to just send them: But at least 
that gives them a chance to ab- 
sorb Christian ideas which they 
are not getting by home or par- 
ental example). On the whole our 
elder generation (including 
the 


so-called Christians) is ignorant 
of, or indifferent to Christ-like 
Living. And want to remain so. 


They don't want to face the 


truth because they are cowards. 
They don't want to admit that 
they are sinners, so they make ex- 
cuses, exceptions and comprimises

When you hold a six-card suit 


in your hand do not be surprised 
to find one or two of the other 
hands also holding a six or seven- 
card suit. 
One of the declarers 


in the national men's team-of-four 
last year failed to remember this 
and, 
as a result, lost his contract. 


When South opened the six of 


clubs there should have been no 
question in declarer's mind but 
that it was the fourth best of 
South's 
longest 
and 
strongest 


suit. Applying the rule of eleven 
North held one club higher than 
the six spot. 


It must be the king or queen, 


because if South held the king 
and queen of clubs he would have 
opened with the king. 
Also, as 


declarer held a 
six-card 
spade 


suit, South could easily hold a 
six-card club suit. 


When declarer made the mis- 


take of playing low from dummy 
North won the trick with his sin- 
gleton king. He returned a heart 
which dummy won with the ace. 
A spade was 
immediately 
led 


from dummy which South won 
with .the ace. 
He returned the 


nine of clubs and North ruffed 
with the eight of spades. A heart 
was returned 
by North 
which 


South ruffed with 
the 
ten 
of 


spades and the contract was set. 


Had declarer jumped in with 


the ace of clubs on the opening 
lead and then led a spade, South 
would have won the trick with 
the ace. He now could give North 
a club ruff, but that was all the 
tricks North and South could get. 
Declarer could now discard the 
two losing clubs on the two long 
hearts. 


Declarer must be careful not to 


make the mistake of leading the 
jack of hearts; he should lead a 
low heart to the dummy.
